Burns victim loses fight for life in hospital

A woman who sustained serious 
burns after becoming trapped in 
a suspected house arson attack 
in Ewell has died in hospital. 

The victim, named as Rita by 
neighbours, had been in the house 
in Shortcroft Road when the fire 
started just before 10pm on Monday, 
November 26. 

Police are still trying to work out 
what started the blaze and a man has 
been questioned by detectives. 

Neighbours were alerted after 
hearing a loud explosion as the win¬ 
dows of the house exploded from the 
heat. They were forced to watch the 
blaze helplessly as four fire engines 
tackled the blaze into the night. 

The woman was taken to East 
Grinstead’s Queen Victoria Hospi¬ 
tal’s specialist burn centre which 
provides treatment for burn victims 
throughout the south-east of Eng¬ 
land. Although originally reported 
as being in a stable condition, she 
died last Thursday as a result of her 
injuries. 

Her partner, known locally as 
Jimmy, was said to be being comfort¬ 
ed by a relation who lives in the 
same road. She said he was still reel¬ 
ing from the shock of his partner’s 
death. 

“He’s in complete shock,” she told 
the Epsom Guardian. “I didn’t know 
her that well myself but it’s such a 
tragedy. Jimmy keeps putting her 
picture on top of the television and 
every time I look up I see her. It’s so 
upsetting.” 

Sally Hanley, who lived next door 
to Rita, said her death had come as a 
huge shock to the community - 
many of who had known her well. 

She said: “We’d known her for 
years. She was lovely, very friendly 
Everyone knew her. On the night of 


the fire we just heard shouting out¬ 
side. We ran outside and saw the 
whole place up in flames. 

“It was really scary, any longer and 
it would have spread to our house 
but there was nothing we could do 
apart from watch. Rita will be 
missed.” 

Another neighbour said that they 
had heard a loud explosion which 
was what originally made them go 
outside and have a look, and people 


were screaming to call the fire 
brigade. 

She said: “It was a huge fire, it 
blew the windows out. We saw it just 
a few minutes before the fire engines 
got here. If it had been a few more 
minutes it would have burnt the 
house next door.” 

The fire was thought to have ini¬ 
tially been started deliberately and a 
man was arrested on suspicion of 
arson with intent to endanger life. 


The man has been released on po¬ 
lice bail to return to Staines Police 
station on February 16. 

However, following Rita’s death a 
police spokeswoman said their in¬ 
vestigation was ongoing. 

She said: “The man has not been 
re-arrested. Investigations are ongo¬ 
ing to determine the cause of the 
fire.”

Surgical instrument scare 


Surgical patients at St Helier 
and Epsom hospitals could 
have been exposed to infection 
after a batch of surgical in¬ 
struments were not correctly 
disinfected. 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
St Helier University Hospitals 
NHS Trust said one batch of 
instruments had not complet¬ 
ed the final stage of sterilisa¬ 
tion and had been used in 
surgery in the last month. 

Dr Lindy Steven, the trust’s 
medical director, said patients 
should be assured the risk of

any form of cross-infection is 
extremely low. 

“Eight patients have had pro¬ 
cedures using these instru¬ 
ments that had not completed 
the final stage of the sterilisa¬ 
tion process. 

“These patients have been 
contacted by their doctor and 
offered the appropriate treat¬ 
ment and support,” she said. 

“We would like to extend our 
sincere apologies to those pa¬ 


tients affected.” 

She said a trust-wide investi¬ 
gation was under way to iden¬ 
tify six outstanding 
instrument packs from this 
batch and staff had been told 
to double check the sterilisa¬ 
tion seal on packs to confirm 
sterilisation had taken place. 

Both internal and external 
investigations have been 
launched and the trust is now 
receiving support from the 
Health Protection Agency 
Twenty-seven staff from the 
hospital sterilisation and dis¬ 


infection unit have been placed 
on “gardening leave” while an 
investigation is carried out. 

Police have been called to 
carry out their inquiry 
The trust has also suspended 
the unit’s service and some 
elective surgery to allow for 
the investigation and to carry 
out a trust-wide audit of surgi¬ 
cal instruments.

Sisters give birth 
on the same day 


Lorraine Goucher and her sister Jenna 
Baer have always been close - they live 
only four miles from each other and regu¬ 
larly meet. 

Yet the pair never expected giving birth 
on the same day and in the same hospital, 
in an amazing coincidence that occurred 
last month. 

After Jenna, 24, from Ewell, had gone 
past her due date by over a week, the mid¬ 
wife decided that she would have to be in¬ 
duced and coincidentally chose the same 
day as Lorraine’s due date. 

Yet Lorraine never expected they would 
both give birth on the same day because 
she thought her due date would probably 
be inaccurate. 

Lorraine then turned up at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital for a routine checkup the day before 
her sister was being induced, only for the 
midwife to suspect her waters had re¬ 
duced and immediately booked her in for 
a scan the following day. 

After the scan confirmed the midwife’s 
suspicions, it was decided Lorraine too 
would have to be induced. 

She said: “At first they said I would have 
to go in on Sunday, but it was full. Then it 
was suggested Saturday, but that was full 
as well. In the end they did it that night, 
just hours after my sister had been in¬ 
duced.

“Jenna went down to the delivery suite 
at about 9pm and finally gave birth to Si¬ 
enna at 5am. I then gave to Benjamin at 
10.30am. 

“It’s just incredible really. Never in a 
million years would you expect to have the 
birth on the same day -1 don’t know what 
the odds on that would be. 

“We even had beds on the same post de¬ 
livery ward together for three days. The 
midwives couldn’t believe it. 

“We’re very close anyway and we live 
very near to each other. For future birth¬ 
days it’s going to be great.”

Driver, 20, died after

Before leaving England, Mr 
Stacey worked as a trainee carpen¬ 
ter, living with his parents in 
Foresters Drive, Wallington. 

The inquest was told the former 
Foresters Primary School pupil 
was a fit young man who enjoyed 
football and riding his motorbike. 

On the night he died, Mr Stacey 
was driving home with four pas¬ 
sengers at about 2.40am after en¬ 
joying a night out. 

Coming to a sharp bend in the 
road he deviated to the right, lost 
control and the car ended up flip¬ 
ping before landing upside-down. 

All the passengers in the car 


were injured. 

Mr Stacey was taken to hospital 
in Cyprus’s capital Nicosia, suffer¬ 
ing from severe brain and skull 
injuries. 

On December 9 last year, the de¬ 
cision was taken to take him off 
the life support system. 

Coroner Dr Paul A Knapman 
said: “This was a tragic case of a 
20-year-old who suffered severe 
injuries caused by a road traffic 
accident. 

“The sympathies of the court 
goes out to the family members.” 

He concluded an verdict of acci¬ 
dental death.

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St Helier ‘would be 
snubbed by patients’ 


The majority of people would ig¬ 
nore St Helier and travel to other 
hospitals if Epsom closed its 
doors, a new survey has revealed. 

The Save Our Hospital (SOH) 
campaign asked the public for 
their first and second choices for 
various types of treatment. 

A staggering 73.6 per cent of re¬ 
spondents said they would not go 
to St Helier hospital if Epsom 
closed its labour ward, with the 
majority opting to go to Kingston 
hospital. 

And 75.8 per cent said they 
would not choose St Helier for 
treatment for their children, with 
a quarter of respondents again 
choosing Kingston. 

Rosemary Najim, who worked 
on the survey which received 
more than 750 responses, said 
people often picked Epsom as 
their first and second choice be- 
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cause they felt so passionately 
about it. 

She said: “The results show that 
85 per cent of survey respondents 
would not go to St Helier, which 
is a conservative figure as those 
further south in the area will be 
even less likely to be willing. 

“This is not surprising, as 14 
out of 21 of the areas served by 
Epsom hospital have a hospital 
other than Epsom nearer to them 
than St Helier.” 

Chris Grayling, MP for Epsom 
and Ewell, said: “I think there is 
an assumption that if services 
are transferred to St Helier, peo¬ 
ple will go there, but this obvi¬ 
ously is not the case. 

“The survey results are what I 
expected. 


“I argued for years to members 
of the trust management that 
they are wrong to assume people 
will go to St Helier. 

“The team who did this survey 
has done really well in helping to 
secure the future of Epsom hos¬ 
pital.” 

A spokesman for the Epsom and 
St Helier Trust said: “Before any 
major changes, we will under¬ 
take a full public consultation al¬ 
lowing everyone to have a voice 
on this issue. 

“We will also undertake specif¬ 
ic work around accessibility and 
patient choice across Sutton, 
Merton and mid-Surrey. 

“We appreciate the loyalty peo¬ 
ple have for their local hospitals 
and we are committed to provid¬ 
ing as many services locally as 
possible but we must also meet 
the other clinical issues.”

Police hunt for man after two 
children robbed at knifepoint 


An e-fit of a man who is believed to 
have robbed two schoolchildren at 
knifepoint in Epsom has been re¬ 
leased by police. 

The first incident took place on Oc¬ 
tober 15 as a 12-year-old victim was 
walking home from school along 
Cheam Road. 

At about 3.20pm he saw a man 
standing at a bus stop near Banstead 
Road. 

The man approached the victim and 
opened his bag, revealing a knife and 
asked him if he had any valuables. 

As he tried to walk away the robber 
threatened him with the knife before 
walking off along Cheam Road. 

The second incident took place 10 
minutes later as another 12-year-old 
walked along Cheam Road towards St 
Paul’s Church with his brother and 
two friends. 

A man approached them from be¬ 
hind and took a mobile telephone be¬ 
fore pulling a knife out of his bag. 

Detective Constable Sarah McCabe 
said: “We clearly need to find the per¬ 
son responsible for these robberies. 

“I am keen to speak to anyone who 
was in the area at the time of the of¬ 
fence and thinks they may have seen 
something or someone who recognis¬ 
es the description of the suspect.” 

The suspect is described as black, in 
his late teens, about 6ft tall, medium 
build, with black hair in a corn-row 
style, wearing a dark coloured jacket 
and carrying a dark coloured shoul¬ 
der bag. 

D Con McCabe said he spoke with a 
deep voice.

Great viewing area 
‘dogged by doggers’

Fears are growing that the popular 
viewpoint on Epsom Downs is 
being taken over by “doggers” and 
“cruisers”. 

The area, which has unrivalled 
views of London, has previously 
been blighted with dogging couples 
and gay cruisers meeting for out¬ 
door sex sessions. 

Regular police patrols seemed to 
curb the activity but local people 
are worried it is on the rise again 
with frequent sightings of cars 
parked late at night. 

The location is just metres from 
Epsom racecourse’s Queen’s Stand, 
used by the Queen during the Derby 
race meeting in June each year. The 
area is mentioned on national dog¬ 
ging websites, which give direc- 
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tions and specify Friday and Satur¬ 
day evenings as the best days for 
enthusiasts to go. 

Although the participants used to 
meet in each other’s cars, the 
increased police presence meant 
people walked across the unlit 
Downs on to a nearby golf course to 
meet among the trees. 

An Epsom Downs resident said it 
was well known what went on after 
dark but she sympathised with the 
people who wanted to use the land 
for genuine reasons. 

She said: “I go past a lot when it’s 
dark and I see a lot of cars there. I 
feel sorry for the people who go up 


there for a genuine reason, because 
they’re being tainted as doggers. 

“But it’s always been well known 
as the place to go for that reason. 
Personally I would be wary of going 
up there on my own and I would 
never get out of my car if I did.” 

Epsom Police Constable Will 
Davies said: “Police are well aware 
of the problem of unlawful sexual 
activity taking place on Epsom 
Downs. Regular patrols are carried 
out in the area and this has greatly 
reduced the problem. 

“Surrey Police is doing as much 
as possible to stop men meeting on 
the Downs and there is no indica¬ 
tion there has been a recent 
increase in these activities.”

Council warning over dodgy builders 


Surrey County Council is warn¬ 
ing residents to be aware of 
conmen over the festive season, 
which usually sees a rise in the 
number of complaints about 
cowboy builders. 

But it also wants people duped 
by fraudsters to report their 
complaints. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said: “The im¬ 
pact of this type of crime can 
go much further than the finan¬ 
cial loss suffered with the vic¬ 


tim’s quality of life adversely 
affected. Victims can become 
shy and retiring where they 
were previously outgoing and 
happy. 

“There have been incidents 
where the victim of a doorstep 
rip-off has passed away within 
a short while of being cheated 
or even attempted suicide to 
escape the controlling grip of 
the conmen.” 

The rogues can often return 
to properties they have previ¬ 


ously ripped off and demand 
extra money for additional 
work. One of the cases current¬ 
ly being investigated by Surrey 
Trading Standards involves an 
Ashtead resident who had been 
conned out of £150,000 over 
three years for an unnecessary 
new roof and a poorly laid 
driveway.

Minicab driver fined 


‘Harmless joy’ flasher 
sentencing postponed 


An Epsom minicab driv¬ 
er has been convicted of 
picking up passengers 
from the street who had 
not pre-booked. 

William Turnham, a 
driver with the Epsom- 
based private hire opera¬ 
tor 725000, pleaded guilty 
to the charge at Redhill 
Magistrates’ Court last 
week. 

Private hire vehicles 
must be pre-booked with 
an operator otherwise 
the passenger is not in¬ 
sured for their journey. 

Epsom Council said 
only hackney carriages 
are usually allowed to 
pick people up from the 
street unbooked. 

The prosecution is the 
first of its kind undertak¬ 
en by the council and 
took place following 
complaints from other 


licensed private mini cab 
firms who had concerns 
their pre-booked fares 
were being picked up by 
other companies. 

A council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “We have a statu¬ 
tory duty to protect the 
public and to ensure that 
licensed drivers are fit 
and proper persons, and 
to be sure that vehicles 
are roadworthy and prop¬ 
erly insured.” 

Turnham was given a 
conditional discharge for 
12 months, fined £200 and 
ordered to pay £100 costs. 
He also had his license 
endorsed with six penal¬ 
ty points for plying for 
hire and another six for 
driving without insur¬ 
ance. 

The court, however, 
allowed Turnham to keep 
his licence. 


A Tadworth flasher 
who preyed on school¬ 
girls as young as 15 
years old and then 
called it a “harmless 
joy”, has had his sen¬ 
tencing postponed. 

Alex Bell, 25, had 
originally appeared at 
Redhill Magistrates’ 
Court on October 29 to 
face five charges of in¬ 
tentional exposure. 

But the magistrates 
referred it to a crown 
court. At the time, 
lead magistrate Jackie 
Shore said: “There 
were five separate in¬ 
cidents. One of the 
victims was 15 years 
old and one was 16 
years old. In one case 
it was a repeat victim. 
We were told that in 


one incident you came 
from the bushes. 

“The victims were all 
alone at the time and 
some were on their 
mobile phones. 

“We feel that the of¬ 
fences are so serious 
we cannot impose a 
sentence at this 
court.” 

Bell’s defence was 
that he was feeling de¬ 
pressed after having 
to help his mother 
look after his siblings. 

He was due to appear 
at Guildford Crown 
Court yesterday but 
after a judge fell ill it 
was postponed. Sen¬ 
tencing is now due to 
take place next week 
on Wednesday, Decem¬ 
ber 12.

What a waste: The average household 
throws out six kilogrammes a week 

Campaign tells 
us to Reduce, 
Reuse, Recycle 

Epsom households throw away on 
average six kilograms of uneaten 
food a week totalling £400 a year, 
according to Surrey County Council, 
which launched a scheme last week 
to try and reduce the figure. 

The campaign, called “There are 
3Rs in Surrey: Reduce, Reuse, Recy¬ 
cle”, was highlighted to Banstead 
residents last week as a silver service 
waiter carried the amount of food 
wasted. 

Peter Martin, the council’s execu¬ 
tive member for the environment, 
said the amount of food wasted was 
likely to increase this month. 

“We wanted to illustrate in a very 
simple way just how much food is 
wasted every week in Surrey,” he 
said. “This not only costs residents’ 
money, but puts pressure on our 
waste services. In the festive period 
we are likely to waste even more food 
as we stock up with provisions ready 
for a season of feasting and enter¬ 
taining. 

“While it’s important to enjoy and 
celebrate at this time of year, it’s also 
really easy to do a few simple things 
to reduce the amount of food we 
throw away.”

Primary schools throughout Surrey 
have achieved results above national 
averages in all key stage 2 level 
subjects - a section of the national 
curriculum which affects all school 
children between the ages of seven- 
and 11 years old.

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Asbestos death of St Paul's worker 


A Carshalton man who 
contracted asbestosis 
while working at St Paul’s 
Cathedral died 30 years 
after inhaling deadly dust, 
an inquest has heard. 

Charles Adams, 74, of 
Bakers Gardens, breathed 
in fibres from asbestos 
sheeting which killed him 
more than 30 years later. 

A verdict of death from 
industrial disease was 
recorded at an inquest in 
Croydon. 

Coroner Dr Roy Palmer 
heard a report made by Mr 
Adams some time ago, 
telling of the places where 
he had been employed 


while in the building 
trade. 

He was at St Paul’s for 
seven years and because of 
the fire risk from the an¬ 
cient timbers in its fa¬ 
mous dome, asbestos 
cladding was installed. 

He had been in charge of 
a three-man team who 
were involved in, among 
other things, cutting up 
asbestos sheeting. 

“It released a significant 
amount of dust,” the scaf- 
folder told an earlier hear¬ 
ing. 

“I was never given any 
protective clothing - no 
face mask and given no 


warning about working 
with asbestos.” 

Mesothelioma was diag¬ 
nosed at Royal Marsden 
Hospital after Mr Adams 
complained of shortness 
of breath and he died in St 
Raphael’s Hospice on May 
4. 

Pathologist Dr Peter 
Wilkins said cause of 
death was cardiac respira¬ 
tory failure due to 
mesothelioma. 

Dr Palmer called it a 
classic case of the surfac¬ 
ing of asbestosis after 
many years.

Garage was a cannabis factory 


A garage at a home in 
Cheam’s Kingston Av¬ 
enue was used as a 
cover for a cannabis fac¬ 
tory, a court has heard. 

At Croydon Crown 
Court last week, 41- 
year-old Maxim Wheel¬ 
er admitted cultivating 
the drug. He was given a 
12- month supervision 
order. 

Jackie Kaur, prosecut¬ 
ing, said officers went 
to his house with a 
search warrant on June 
13. Wheeler pointed out 
two large plants at the 
side of his garage at the 
bottom of his garden 
and he claimed he had 
only sold cannabis to 
his friends. 


“Police looked inside 
the garage and found a 
secret room hidden by 
shelving,” Ms Kaur told 
the court. 

“In that room was hy- 
drophonic equipment 
and a water irrigation 
system, all designed for 
the growing of 
cannabis.” 

Wheeler said he start¬ 
ed growing the plant 18 
months ago, when he 
had to give up work 
through ill-health. 

He was given two 
plants and then 
searched the internet to 
learn how to set up the 
equipment needed for 
cultivation. 

Miss Kaur said an ex¬ 


pert had estimated that 
he could have produced 
between 46 and 55 
ounces of the drug, and 
sold it for about £100 an 
ounce. 

In the 18 months he 
was operating, that 
would have meant po¬ 
tential takings of about 
£4,600. 

After reading a report 
Recorder Alan Bayliss 
told Wheeler, who was 
of previously good 
character: “You must 
have intended selling it 
on a commercial basis 
because you haven’t 
worked for health rea¬ 
sons and you were liv¬ 
ing off the charity of 
your family.”

Post office mugger 
makes off with £3k

A 69-year-old woman was 
punched in the back and robbed 
of more than £3,000 in a Walling- 
ton post office last week. 

The cash included £300 raised 
by 21 elderly residents in retire¬ 
ment flats in Banstead to pay for 
their Christmas lunch. 

Victim Gloria Edwards from 
Wallington said she was still in 
shock over the attack on Tuesday, 
November 27. 

It happened at 3.20pm after she 
visited Abbey National in Wood- 
cote Road to withdraw the con¬ 
tents of an ISA account. 

She then walked to Wallington 
post office and began to queue. 
“All of a sudden there was a mas¬ 
sive bang in my back,” she said. 
“It felt like a tonne of bricks had 
hit me. I fell to the floor and 
looked round but I couldn’t make 
out the person because they had a 
hood falling over they’re face. 

“I screamed and asked people to 
help me, but the attacker ran 
out.” 

An ambulance was called and 
Mrs Edwards was treated for 
shock and a damaged wrist, 
which was left badly bruised. 

“I am so angry,” she added. 
“There was money in my bag to 
take the residents at the care 
home I manage out for their 
Christmas lunch. 

“And now they can’t go because 
of me. They keep saying not to 
blame myself but I do feel guilty. 

“I have lost everything. The 
other day I started to cry because 
I went to put on my make-up and I 
realised it wasn’t there.” 

She added she was angry that 
staff in the bank didn’t offer to 
count the £3,060 she withdrew in 
private. Detectives from Sutton 
police said they are looking for 
two men. 

A spokesman added: “One was 
described as wearing a black 
hoodie, while the other was wear¬ 
ing a grey hoodie. They ran off in 
the direction of Beddington Gar¬ 
dens and may have got into a 
small silver car.”

The Environment Agency will 
release 5,000 juvenile fish into the 
River Wandle in an attempt to 
rejuvenate the waterway which 
was devastated by pollution. 

Fisheries officers are to release 
the fish at three areas along the 
river tomorrow, marking the first 
stage of a long-term restoration 
process. 

The batches of one to two year- 
old chub, dace, roach and barbel 
have been specially reared and 
trained for life in the wild at 
Calverton Fish Farm in Notting¬ 
hamshire. 

A chemical spill killed tens of 
thousands of fish of varying ages, 
sizes and species along a five kilo¬ 
metre stretch of the river between 
Beddington and Merton in 
September. 

Thames Water later admitted re¬ 
sponsibility for the pollution, 
blaming a chemical leak at its 
sewage treatment plant at Bed¬ 
dington. The company apologised 
and promised to work closely with 
the Environment Agency to get 
the river back to its former state. 

Post-pollution survey work 
showed some species of fish were 
completely wiped out in the upper 
reaches of the river. 

The Environment Agency has

worked with anglers, the Anglers 
Conservation Association, the Na¬ 
tional Trust, the Wandle Trust and 
independent surveyors to decide 
the most effective way to rehabili¬ 
tate the river. 

Theo Pike of the Wandle Trust 
said: “The recent surveys have 
also demonstrated that there is ad¬ 
equate food and shelter for this 
limited initial restocking. 

“This is important because we 
need to give nature a helping hand 
to restore fish stocks, as there are 
many barriers to the free move¬ 
ment of fish up and down the 
river, meaning natural re-coloni¬ 
sation would be very slow.” 

Fisheries officer Tom Cousins 
said: “It will take several years be¬ 
fore these fish will be of a size to 
be of interest to recreational fish¬ 
ermen, and many years before 
they approach the size of those 
fish lost in the pollution incident.” 

Mike Denbigh, team leader for 
the Environment Agency, said a 
case file was being prepared for 
its legal department. He said: 
“With incidents of this severity, it 
is policy to fully investigate the 
incident and seek to prosecute.” 


Old wreck blocks school 


Pupils at Devonshire Primary 
School in Sutton were forced to 
walk in the road when high¬ 
ways engineers refused to 
move a crashed car that was 
blocking the pavement. 

Councillor Tony Shields re¬ 
ported the car in Devonshire 
Avenue on Friday morning but 
was told it would be towed 


away only if it remained sta¬ 
tionary for a fortnight. 

The Tory member for Sutton 
South said: “It was outrageous 
enough that this crashed car 
was left for an entire working 
day, let alone two weeks. 

“Primary school pupils had 
to walk around this wreck into 
the road, risking life and limb.”

A challenging process: Adi Cooper says parts of adopting can be obtrusive, but it is worth it

The decision to become an 
adoptive parent can change a 
child’s life forever. 

It can bring the promise of a 
bright future to even the dark¬ 
est of starts, but it is not a deci¬ 
sion to be taken lightly. 

For Adi Cooper, strategic di¬ 
rector of adult social services 
and housing in Sutton, it was a 
decision which took more than 
three years to bear fruit. 

Already a mother to two chil¬ 
dren, Adi wanted to look at all 
the options to extend her family 
and decided to look into adopt¬ 
ing. 

It was not until three years 


later when her eldest daughter 
pushed the subject the ball got 
rolling. 

“We had talked about it for 
years,” Adi said. “And it was 
partly her saying, ‘Look, you’ve 
talked about this for ages, why 
don’t you get on and do it?’ 

“From there we went ahead 
and started looking around for 
a suitable agency.” 

Adi and her partner share a 
social work background and 
she says this helped them un¬ 
derstand the process. But she 
admits it was still a challenging 
task. 

“It is very different to be a cus- 
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tomer of a service, rather than 
a manager. 

“In terms of the process, one 
of the advantages is that you 
know why the assessment pro¬ 
cess has to be so thorough, and 
some people do find it quite ob¬ 
trusive and invasive. 

“The first stage involved us 
going along to an assessment 
group, where they give you lots 
of practical information as well 
as test out whether or not they 
think you are the right person 
to adopt. 

“There are exercises and con¬ 
versations and you run through 
some of the key things in¬ 
volved, like the issues that chil¬ 
dren bring with them and their 
family backgrounds, because 
every child has their own histo¬ 
ry 

“I found the process quite 
challenging but it was helpful 
in terms of being clear at the 
end that we still wanted to go 
ahead with the adoption.” 

Potential adoptive parents are 
assessed for between three and 
six months and social workers 
are very thorough, contacting 
all named referees, ex-partners 
and family members. 

”1 appreciate the process,” Adi 
said. “But it can prove quite in¬ 
trusive at points. It definitely 
tests your motivation.” 

In January 2002, six months 
after first approaching the 
adoption agency, Adi and her 
family were approved. 

Unfortunately they felt the 
first child they were offered was 
unsuitable for their family. 

The next match was more suc¬ 
cessful and the family took the 
decision to adopt an 18-month- 
old baby boy. 

’’It’s terrifying that you make 


a decision about committing 
yourself to another person with 
bits of information from a piece 
of paper and a photograph. We 
went and saw his pediatrician 
who said it was evident there 
were some issues as a result of 
his experiences as a baby 

“At that age it was difficult to 
know what the impact would 
have been. You can’t really 
change your mind - you have to 
be sure.” 

In May Adi and her family fi¬ 
nally welcomed the boy into 
their home, but it wasn’t until 
more than a year later the pro¬ 
cess was finished in court. 

“When he first came into the 
home, it was very difficult be¬ 
cause he was quite upset about 
being in a strange place, getting 
to know us as his parents and 
joining a new family.” 

Overall, despite its challenges, 
Adi says she is glad the family 
made the decision to adopt. 

“It’s wonderful, he is such a 
joy in lots of ways, and I am 
very optimistic about his fu¬ 
ture, because I think the future 
he has living in our family is so 
different to the future he would 
have had if he was left with his 
birth family. 

“When he tells me I am a rub¬ 
bish mum because I don’t let 
him eat lots of sweets and play 
on the computer all day, I say no, 
I am not a rubbish mum be¬ 
cause I have been assessed by 
social workers and the judge 
has decided I am actually a very 
good mum. 

“He says, ‘Oh, er- OK!”’

Walking through a labyrinth 
of corridors, I never imagined 
I would bump into a crown 
court judge, a naval officer or 
even the king of rock ’n’ roll. 
But there they all were, stand¬ 
ing before me. Their clothes at 
least. 

The Carshalton Pantomime 
Company’s costume depart¬ 
ment is one of the best kept se¬ 
crets in London - supplying 
hundreds of schools, amateur 
dramatics companies and tele¬ 
vision shows throughout the 
capital with sought-after cos¬ 
tumes and clothes. 

Hidden away in an old laun¬ 
dry room at Sutton Hospital, 
the nondescript building gives 
nothing away about what it 
houses. Only a small “costume 
department” sign fixed on a 
wall points people already in- 
the-know in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

At this time of year, as panto 
season cranks into top gear, 
their wealth of expertise and 


mountains of costumes are 
much in demand. 

Old and boarded-up build¬ 
ings, a near derelict site which 
was once part of the hospital, 
surround company’s base. 

Jenny Barnfather, who has 
been involved with the Car¬ 
shalton Pantomime Company 
from the start, now runs the 
costume department alongside 
her husband who directs the 
productions they put on. 

The costumes began piling 
up after each annual show 
and Jenny explained 
that they soon had diffi- f 
culty finding space to 
store them. 

“It started every year 
when the Carshalton Pan¬ 
tomime Company was putting 
on a show,” she said. “A lot of 
costumes which were made 
began piling up and we origi¬ 
nally put them in the base 
ment of the Charles 
Cryer Theatre, which 
was part of the Sutton 


Arts Council and founded the 


group. 

“Eventually we had so many 
costumes we had to move, and 
managed to get space at Queen 
Mary’s Hospital for Children 
in Carshalton where we re¬ 
mained for 28 years. But then 
that closed down and we had to 


move again. 

“For the past 10 years we 
have been based at Sutton Hos¬ 
pital having 
v taken over a 
derelict space. 
We had to do a 


in. We don’t ever advertise - 
we don’t have to. 

“We get so many customers 
but it’s all from word of 
mouth.”

which has provided television pro¬ 
ductions such as The Bill and the 
2005 film remake of Lassie with cos¬ 
tumes. 

With thousands of outfits stored in 
the corridors and rooms rented at a 


price much less than any commer¬ 
cial rent, Jenny realises they could 
soon have to face the prospect of 
scaling down and getting rid of a 
large proportion of the costumes. 

“We would have to scale down if 


we were forced to move,” she said. 
“We are never going to get premises 
this big, it would be a miracle. It is 
such a shame because we raise a lot 
of money for charity but provide a 
lot of local schools with costumes 
for their shows and panto.” 

After the rent is paid, money gen¬ 
erated by the costume department 
goes to the Friends of Queen Mary’s 
Hospital for Children and Orchard 
Hill. 

Over the past 44 years, the compa¬ 
ny has raised and donated more 
than £400,000, with each annual pan¬ 
tomime bringing in about £10,000. 

As well as managing the costumes 
throughout the year and renting 
them out, Jenny’s main priority is 
designing and producing the cos¬ 
tumes for their own Christmas pro¬ 
duction. 

“We have about 40 cast members 
and each of those has six costume 
changes throughout the show,” she 
said. “We have to make all of them 
ourselves. Sometimes we can alter 
old costumes but usually they all 
need some work. 

“There are six of us that 
work on them and we start 
in September, working on 
rehearsal nights. 

“Our youngest cast mem¬ 
ber is three years old and 
our oldest is 60. There are 
also a lot of teenagers this 
year which is nice. 

“It keeps them off the 
streets. They all have to au¬ 
dition but we don’t have 
any criteria. With some 
drama groups you have to 
be able to sing or to dance 
but we don’t have that. We 
always try and take most 
people.” 

As well as supplying pan¬ 
tomimes, plays and televi¬ 
sion shows with costumes, 
the company also hires cos¬ 
tumes to people running 
the London marathon for 
charity, a task often more 


challenging then it sounds. 

“People running the marathon 
often want something different,” she 
said. “Obviously we can’t give them 
something too big, it has to be 
lightweight. The last one we had 
down here ran as a Roman. 

“We get all sorts of requests all the 
time. One thing we don’t do is super¬ 
hero costumes. A lot of them are 
trademarks so we have to be slightly 
careful. But also we have never need¬ 
ed them for our own panto so we 
never made them. 

A surprising problem which Jenny 
and her volunteers also have to deal 
with is the loss of costumes, a figure 
which averages almost one a week. 

“It is a shame, because the money 
raised goes to charity and so when 
they are not returned, we lose out,” 
she said. 

“I write to them and tell them that, 
but even then we don’t always get 
them back.” 

Although annoying for the organi¬ 
sation, the losses are not enough to 
outweigh the amount of enjoyment 
Jenny and her team get from volun¬ 


tarily giving up their time and work¬ 
ing among thousands of different 
costumes. 

The real threat is the possible fu¬ 
ture eviction they would endure if 
the building was shut down. 

As I wandered back through the 
corridors, passing a room devoted 
solely to clown outfits and another 
area housing hundreds of hats, I saw 
a customer outside looking in, won¬ 
dering, as I had just an hour earlier, 
whether she was in the right place. 

Passing her on the way out I heard 
her explain her situation - a cos¬ 
tume order for a whole school class 
of children performing a show later 
this month. I realised then that 
Jenny’s work was never done.

Taking care at Christmas 


Going by car to a party over the Christmas period? 
Take a few precautions. Christmas is a time of 
parties and social engagements. It’s also a time 
which could have serious implications for drivers 


If you’re the designated 
driver on nights out, en¬ 
sure that you are under the 
safe driving limit and 
preferably abstain from al¬ 
cohol altogether. If you’re 
heading off to a party, take 
soft drinks with you in 
case your hosts have over¬ 
looked this, or opt for soft 
drinks or non-alcoholic 
beers and wines if you’re 
out and about. 

If you were lucky enough 
to be chauffeured or used 
taxis, then think twice be¬ 
fore you get into your car 
next morning. As a gener¬ 
al rule it takes your body 
one hour to eliminate one 
unit of alcohol, yet many 
overlook this fact. 

The road safety charity 
‘Brake’ reckons that after a 
heavy night’s drinking, 
one-in-six drivers are still 
prepared to put themselves 


and others in danger by 
getting behind the wheel 
the following morning. 

Supporting these find¬ 
ings, Department for 
Transport statistics show 
that most failed breath 
tests happened between 
the hours of 7am and 9am. 

Drink driving is not the 
only risk the morning 
after the night before: 
chances are if you had a 
late night, you’re going to 
be tired. 

Don’t risk driving: 
drivers who fall asleep at 
the wheel cause seven 
deaths every week. If you 
absolutely have to drive 
that day, make sure you 
stop at regular intervals. 

Remember the only way 
to combat tiredness is to 
follow the government’s 
advice, which is to stop, 
have a caffeinated or 


energy drink and take a 
brief nap. 

A growing concern, fol¬ 
lowing the government’s 
move to reclassify 
cannabis, is driving under 
the influence of drugs. 

The Transport Research 
Laboratory reveals that, 
last year, nearly one in five 
victims of fatal car acci¬ 
dents had drugs in their 
bloodstream. Although the 
presence of drugs is not in 
itself identified as the 
cause of these accidents, 
drugs are clearly a signifi¬ 
cant factor, affecting co-or¬ 
dination, visual perception 
and vigilance. 

Recent research from 
Green Flag revealed six 
per cent of drivers admit¬ 
ted to taking illegal drugs 
and driving and, if the law 
becomes more lenient, this 
could get worse.

When it comes to releasing a 
jammed, rusty bolt, 40 per cent 
of men’s advice amounted to: 
“Just hit it with something!” 

While six out of 10 women 
say they would ask for help if 
they were having trouble mov¬ 
ing a bolt, 40 per cent of men 
would tell them the best way to 
solve the problem is to apply a 
bit of brute force. 

And it seems that men are 
keen as ever to maintain their 
macho image, with a further 
44 per cent preferring to risk 
injury by putting all their 
weight on a spanner to move it, 
and another six per cent kick¬ 
ing it before they ask for help.

With 14 inpatient beds and 100 staff, St Raphael’s draws on the 
pastoral and spiritual traditions of the Daughters of the Cross in order 
to provide inpatient and day care for patients requiring symptom 
control, respite and terminal care. 

The hospice is also the base for 10 specialist 
nurses in the Community Palliative Care Team 
who visit patients in their own homes.

An important part of the hospice’s work is to support 
families and a service has been established 
by a bereavement counsellor working with a 
nurse counsellor, the hospice’s social worker 
and a religious Sister attached to St Raphael’s. 
Hospice staff play a vigorous part in the education 
of professionals working in palliative care: the 
medical director lectures on a range of topics and 
the matron arranges study days for staff which are 
open to external professionals.

Volunteers 


Volunteers make an important contribution. Their 
dedicated support is vital to the running of the 
hospice. In the year under review the total number 
of volunteer hours was 53,410 with an estimated 
financial value of £355,000 - a significant and 
welcome assistance. They contribute to care on the 
wards and day centre, art and music, bereavement 
support and many other areas. Others help to 
run the charity shops and volunteers from local 
companies also donate their time. 


Annual Costs 

It costs £3.5 million a year to provide all the hospice 
services described. A grant from Sutton & Merton 
NHS Primary Care Trust of just under £1 million a 
year is received, but the balance of £2.5 million a 
year relies on continuing public support in the form 
of charitable donations, fundraising and legacies.
